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Hadleigh Castle is situated close to the well-known 
fishing village of Leigh, in the centre of the Salvation 
Army “ Home Colony.” The ruins are extremely pic¬ 
turesque, consisting mainly of two circular towers and a 
portion of the gateway tower, the other fragments being 
overgrown with vegetation. The date of the foundation 
is 1231. 
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
